County Buys 


Commissioners OK Voting System 


Collin County took a giant 
step forw ard W ednesday 
when the C om m issioners 
Court 
unanim ously 
a p ­ 
proved the purchase of 
punchcard voting machines 
to be used in all future 
county elections 
Based on highly-favorable 
countywide reaction to the 
machines when used in the 
recent State Constitutional 
E lection, 
C om m issioner 
Chuck Frisk of Plano made 
the motion to purchase 320 of 
the vote recorders and two 
electronic ballot counters. 
Also purchased were 45 
demonstration models to be 
used in each precinct, and 45 
ballot transfer boxes 
Cost of the vote recorders 
is $247 each, 
tile ballot 
counters are $24,900 each; 
the dem onstrators each cost 
$57, and the transfer boxes 
are $22.60 each, making the 
total cost $139,567.50. 
Receiving the order was 


Tom Eschberger of Com­ 
puter Electronic Systems, 
the company which provided 
the punchcard system for 
the Constitutional Election. 


“ I felt like we would ap­ 
prove 
the 
p u rc h a se ,” 
commented County Judge 
Nathan E. White Jr. after 
the action 
“The big item 
was 
ap p ro p riatin g 
the 
revenue sharing funds in 
prior years for purchasing a 
voting machine system. 


“ I’m just very happy that 
we were able 
to buy a 
system to ase in the whole 
county 
th at 
got 
such 
w'i d e sp re a d 
fa v o ra b le 
re a c tio n .” he continued. 
“The feedback we received 
showed that from 90 to 95 
percent of the people who 


used it in the last election 
were happy with it.” 


The county’s approval and 
purchase of the punchcard 
system cam e on the heels of 
a favorable report by the 
Collin 
County 
E lection 
Board, which recommended 
purchase of the machines. 
Members of the board are 
Judge White, County Clerk 
Jam es Webb, Sheriff Jerry 
Burton, County Democratic 
Party chairm an Early B. 
Milstead of McKinney, and 
County 
Republican 
Party 
chairm an Bill Manchee of 
Plano. 


According to Judge White, 
the system will be available 
for use by city and school 
district elections throughout 
the county at a nominal fee. 


“ We haven’t set a fee as 
yet,” he explained, “ but we 
hope to have cooperative use 
of the system and a nominal 
fee for rental.”

A trade is not always a 
skill but 
in the case of 
lithography, the agility of 
the hand and the eye is still 
all important. 
Lithography, or printing 
as it is commonly known, 
has 
ad v anced 
into 
the 
com puter 
age 
although 
many people still have a 
vision of a little old man 
covered in ink, hand-settihg 
type. 
Paul Mackey, instructor of 
the Senior 
High 
School’s 
commercial printing course, 
says people don’t 
realize 
what is involved in printing. 
“ P rin tin g is a 
highly 
skilled 
p ro fessio n ,” 
he 
comments. “ It is much more 
technical than before The 
industry 
is 
speedily 
replacing hot 
metal type 
with 
photo 
direct 
and 
com puter tap e m ethods. 
Previously, a printer could 
set four lines a minute, and 
now 
with 
basic 
offset 
equipment we can print 12 
lines a minute. 
Six Trades 
“There are six different 
trades within printing itself 
and each is a skill.” Mackey 
continues. 'This is a trade 
that still requires i skill. It’s 
not all autom ated with push- 
buttons-coordination of the 
hand and eye is essential. It 
is also a good paying area 
and 
there 
is 
usually 
no 
problem 
in finding e m ­ 
ployment as a printer.” 
The Senior High print shop 
which was set up this fall is 
equipped with such a d ­ 
vanced tools as a photo 
HirAni cnmnnser a 20-b\'-24 


horizontal 
cam era 
with 
c o m p l e t e 
d a r k r o o m 
facilities, five layout tables 
and four offset presses. 
The shop also has com ­ 
plete plate-making facilities 
inc l ud i n g 
e l e c t r o s t a t i c 
capability, and binding is 
done with the aid of a paper 
folder, power cutter, power 
stitcher and collator. 
Total Coverage 
Mackey says the two-year 
course covers commercial 
printing from composition 
to binding, and adds that 
students who complete the 
course should be qualified 
for im m ediate employment. 
During the first year, each 
student will work in each 
departm ent such as cam era, 
press, layout or 
binding, 
Mackey says. In the second 
year, however, the student 
will be allowed to specialize 
in the area that interests him 
the most. 
The 
program 
which 
is 
open to sophomores as well 
as juniors and seniors is 
taught as a three-hour block 
and 
M ackey 
hopes 
to 
eventually begin a work- 
study program 
for those 
students 
who 
have com ­ 
pleted two 
years 
in the 
printing class. 
Typing Necessary 
The 21 students must know­ 
how to type before enrolling. 
Mackey says, but all other 
skills are learned in class. 
C lassw ork 
is 
limited, 
however, as the students 
learn by doing. 
Mackey strongly believes 
in practical experience and 
says that 90 percent of the 
student’s class tim e is spent 


in actually working in some 
aspect of printing. 
“ The kids study their 
textbooks at home and then 
apply what they’ve learned 
in class,” he says. “ Usually I 
just supervise their work but 
I’m always there to help with 
special 
problem s and I 
always dem onstrate a new 
area.” 
The practical experience 
also serves the dual purpose 
of saving the school district 
some money. Mackey points 
out that the class produces 


about 
IO 
percent 
of 
the 
district’s printing. The class 
takes no outside jobs other 
than sm all tasks for parents. 
•Just Simple Work’ 
“We just do simple work,” 
notes the form er production 
foreman for 
the 
D allas 
Independent School District. 
“We print simple form s or 
sm all books such as the 
cookbook we’re working on 
now 
for 
W eatherford 
Elem entary. The students 
are also doing some simple 
color work now, although we 


won’t really get into color 
until the second year.” 
Mackey who worked in the 
printing in d u stry for 20 
years before becoming a 
teacher 
has

printing.

$11.4 billion, the Commerce

registered a $2.3 billion trade 
deficit last year. 
The October surplus of $1.1 
billion was the third highest 
monthly surplus on record. 
Commerce said. 
Exports of corn, which 
soared 140 per cent over 
September, cars and trucks 
helped boost U.S. sales to

billion in October 


in the first month of the IO 
per cent increase imposed 
by the Organization of

The surplus for the year 
through October is $9.5 
billion.

spokesman said the APA’s 
nationwide policies were at 
stake. 
The court was asked to 
order both the national and 
state association to cancel 
all 
price 
advertising 
prohibitions from their codes 
of ethics and to cancel any 
rule, by-law or resolution 
that would tend to suppress 
price competition. 
“Our position is that the 
code of ethics is a lawful 
professional standard and in 
and of itself doesn’t violate 
antitrust laws or constitute a 
conspiracy to fix prices,” the 
APA spokesman said. 
The proposed code change 
says pharm acists should 
strive to provide information 
and should avoid misleading 


patients as to cost, he said. 
He said most pharmacists 
who own and operate their 
own drug stores wouldn’t 
advertise even if allowed to 
because “it doesn’t make 
sense 
for 
them 
economically” and because 
the cost of advertising would 
have to be passed on to the 
consumer.

Stubborn scrubbing 
T/ scours fireplace

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - We have used our brick fireplace for 
thirteen years, now the outside blonde bricks need 
cleaning. A professional w ants fifty dollars to do this 
with an acid so I wondered if there w as som ething we 
could use to clean it ourselves. — JO ANN 
DEAR JO ANN - One authority suggests rem oving 
smoke stains from brick fireplaces by scrubbing with a 
stiff brush and a strong solution of tri-sodium 
phosphate. Rinse well. More stubborn stains may take 
steel wool and scouring powder or a m echanic’s soap 
with sand in it. Also rinse off thoroughly. Test a small 
place before proceeding. — FOLLY. 


DEAR READERS - Thank you for the many many direc­ 
tions you sent for Mrs. W H . who wants to crochet a book 
mark in the shape of a cross. Especially thanks to those who 
included beautiful sam ples. The following two letters tell how 
to make particularly lovely ones. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — A book m ark such as Mrs. W H w ants to 
crochet has been in our fam ily for m any years and these d irec­ 
tions are ones I worked out from it. 
I started by m aking a loop at the low er end into which I dou­ 
ble crocheted (d c.) 3, chain I ,d .c .3, turn, cham 2 and repeat 
until right length is obtained (about 5 inches.) The num ber of 
shells m ade will be determ ined by the thread used. This shell 
p attern is continued out at either side for about an inch and 
placed so the side arm s are about an inch and a half from the 
top Picots w ere single crocheted all around edges and a tassel 
of the thread m ade for one end. — CECILLE 
DEAR POLLY — I have m ade quite a num ber of cross book 
m arks for gifts and am passing my directions on to Mrs.W H I 
use pearl cotton or m ercerized crochet cotton, a size 12 hook 
and one q u arter yard narrow satin ribbon. 1st row — crochet 
chain with ll sts.~crochet in 4th st. from the hook. d c. in next 
chain st. Chain 2 and slip stitch in 3rd chain stitch. C ham 2. slip 
2 chain sts. and d.c. in next 2 sts. Chain 3 and turn. 2nd row- 
Chain 3 in 1st d .c ..d c. in next d c., chain 5.11d.c. in next 
d.c. chain 3 and turn Always chain 3 to turn. 3rd row -R epeat 
2nd row 4th row -d.c. in 2nd d .c., chain 2, skip 2 chain sts an 
slip stitch in 3rd chain. Chain 2 and d c. in 2nd d c., in 2nd d c., 
chain 3 and turn. Repeat rows 2.3.4 for eight times. Br<^ 
thread. F or the side arm s attach thread in top of d c of bth 
row on side. W orking along side do 2 d c . chain 2 and slip st. in 
chain 3 on side. Chain 2 and 2 d c. in side d c. Chain 3 and turry 
Do a d.c. in top of d .c., chain 5, and d c. in 2 d c., cham 3 and 
turn R epeat 2,3 and 4 rows once. Break thread Work sam e 
for arm on other side. To m ake edge attach thread rn d c. at 
lower edge of cross. Chain 3, slip stitch in next space. Continue 
in this m anner around cross. P ress. L ace ribbon through the 
beading with about an inch extending beyond each end of 
cross. - FRANCES
